This is part 1 of a2 part 
series concerning the 
Medicare Open Enrollment 


process that runs from Octo- 


ber 15th through December 
7th. In this article, I will dis- 
cuss some of the informa- 
tion that will be sent to 
current Medicare prescr ip- 
tion drug plan subscribers, 
and in Part 2, I will furnish 
some details about the drug 
plans that will be available 
to sign up for during the 
open enroll-ment period, 
with coverage to start Janu- 
ary 1, 2015. 

Beginning in September, 
both the Federal govern- 
ment and the Plan D pre- 
scription drug compa-nies 
will be sending notices to 
Medicare beneficiaries. 
Folks who are participating 
in the Social Security Extra 
Help program may receive a 
letter from that agency ask- 


ing them to verify their eligi- 


bility. Beneficiaries are 
required to complete this 
form and return it within 30 
days to be considered for eli- 
gibility in this low income 
assistance program through 
2015. 

Medicare requires that 
each of the companies ap- 
proved to sell Part D pre- 
scription drug plans send 
notices to their current sub- 
scribers no later than Sep- 
tember 30th. They will 
provide several documents

that describe their plan 
changes for the upcoming 
year. This information can 
be quite lengthy and cum- 
bersome to read, in addition 
to being dull for many peo- 
ple. However, these notices, 
called the Annual Notice of 
Change and the Evidence of 


Coverage, will provide in-for- 


mation that can be very im- 


portant for the subscriber to 


determine whether they 
want to con-tinue with the 
same plan for the following 
year. These notices will tell 
about the new monthly pre- 


mium cost, describe possible 


changes to the plan’s drug 
formulary, any modifica- 
tions to the drug restric- 
tions, and adjustments of 
the drug tier groups. Any of 
these items can result ina 
substantial change in costs 


toa beneficiary, and the need 


to review the other 30 plus 
plans to see if there is a bet- 
ter alternative. 

Also, the Part D plans will 
be sending out a number of 
other advisories and sub- 
scribers may re-ceive them 


depending on the type of no- 


tice. For example, all Part D 
insurance plans are per-mit- 
ted a mail marketing cam- 
paign and send letters out to 
beneficiaries beginning Oc- 
tober 1st; and they are re- 
quired to notify their 
subscribers by October 2nd 
if their plan will not be 
available the next year.

The CMS Medicare also 
has a myriad of notices that 
will be sent out to affected 
beneficiaries concerning 
such topics as changes in 
premiums for those on Extra 
Help, auto-enrollment in a 
different Part D plan, etc. 
Each of these notices are 
color coded to assist in the 
understanding of the type of 
announcement. 

This entire process can be 
daunting for beneficiaries, 
but help is available. Coun- 
selors from the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Program (MMAP) can 
review drug plans during 
the open enroll-ment period 
and, if needed, furnish sug- 
gestions for plan alterna- 
tives. They can also help to 
in-terpret the various no- 
tices described above. 
MMAP counselors can be 
reached by calling 800-803- 
7174. Representatives will 
send out a prescription drug 
worksheet that will begin 
the pro-cess of the Part D 
plan review for 2015. It is rec- 
ommended that beneficiar- 
ies start calling MMAP in 
September to start the plan 
review process for the up- 
coming year.
